Tbe shooting of De Young by Adolpb 


Spreckels, in San Francisco, brought into 
prominence the father of the latter, CItm* 
Spreokols, commonly known as the "Sugar 
King of the Sandwich Jslands," who wields a 
power mom autocratic, if not greater, than 
that of any other monopolist in the world, 
Spreckels is a South German, born in Hano- 
ver, a man of small education, who came to this 
country alxiut 1880, and started in the retail 
grocery businoss in Church streot. New York. 
He went to California soon after the gold 
fever broke out, and at once engaged in the 
grocery business, preferring it to the hazards 
and hardships of mining. Everything which 
he touched seemed to turn to gold. Combin- 
ing with several of his brothers who had como 
out to the coast, be bought a quarter interest 
in the Albany brewery in San Francisco for 
140,000. Tliis was the foundation of his present 
large fortune and commercial importance. 
After running the brewery a few yeare his 
keen business instincts saw in sugar-re fining 
afar more profitable flold of enterprise. The 
story of his conquest of the Sandwich Isliimta 
in a nutshell is, that ho took adviiutitgt'Of iho 
ignorance of a king who wanicd money ami 
that ho works his coolies to death. 


Of Spreckels' wealth it is impossible to 


form any accurate estimate, because much of 
his property is mortgaged, and it is under- 
stood the greater part, of his fortune is em- 
barked in the sugar business, which is npt to 
depreciate. Ho makes daily, the year round, 
however, 600 barrels of sugar. He makes a 
clear profit- of $10 on each barrel, or $0,000 a
